"REMOVING FROZEN SET SCREWS 


When a setscrew in a knob (coupling, gear, etc.) won't yield after soaking 
with "Liquid Wrench" or another penetrating oil for a day or two, get a pin 


punch which fits closely in the screw hole and a small (about four ounce) hammer. 
Lacking a pin punch, file the point off a closely fitting nail. If you 

don't have a machinist's hammer this size, the smallest (and cheapest) claw 

hammer you can buy at your drugstore is probably about right. (A larger hammer 

is 

less effective and likely to damage the parts.) "Back up" the knob or 

bushing with the heaviest object which you can press against the other side -- 

another (large) hammer, a wrench, an anvil, a crowbar or whatever you have. (Pad 

the backup as necessary to prevent damage to the knob or bushing.) Put the 

pin punch on top of the setscrew and give it one sharp rap with the hammer. 

Ninety-nine out of a hundred times the setscrew will now come out easily."
